7.—As many mutters, relating to for- 
cigners will have to be dealt with. under 
the ‘rogulutions, the Corean suthorities 
stall obtain the sanction.of tha.

AUDACIOUS BIGAMIST. 
A Fearless Minister. 

A romarkable story waa told tothe Aston 
(Birmingham) magistrates when David 
Gardner, an ex-Bsptist minister, was 
chargod with bigsmously marrying Minnie 
Florence Kirrage. 

According to the ‘pvdiasation; Gardner 
was married to Annie Newman, otherwise 
known sa Annie Nowman Eagles, tho 
adopted daughter of an Islington minister 
ac Salters Hall Chapel, Islington, is 1877_ 


At that time Gardner was a Baptist min- |- 


ister at Stantonbury, Bucks. Until three 
weaks ogo’ tho parties lived together ag 
husband and wife, but eleven yeare ago, 
continued the solicitor, Gardner met Minnie 
Florence Kirrage, a cashier in a shop in 
London, and from that time he kept up 
two establiahmonts and deceived both wo- 
mon. 

In 1905 Gardner, who had given up the 
miviatry and become. an accountant, was 
udjadicated a bankrupt, apd it waa then 
atated he had apent £2,568 in purchasing o 
bause and furniture for Miss Kirrago. 

The bankruptey procacdings openw) the 
eyes of the women, but prisener cont ived 
+» appoasa the indignation of both 

He promisad hia wife to give up Mix 
Kieraga, while lo Mika Kirraga he p-oduced 
what ha alaged wasn certibeste of a prior 
marriage, whien nullified the one he bad 
contracted with Mire. Gardn. r. 

Gardnor told Miss Kirrago that hia real 
wite had admitted boing previously married, 
and acnepting that story eho went through 
a form of marriage with him at the pariah 
church of Layton in Jannary last. 

At the time Gardner went through this 
form of marriage he was writing most 
affectionate tettara to hia wife. telling her 
he waa on hin bended knars pleading to 
God, and on the eve of the ceremony with 
Mina Kirrage ho wrote tolling his wife that 

his thoaghts and heart were with har, aud 
that what spare time ho got would be gpent 
in prayer for Divine guidance and help. 

A short time aftorwards he inducad Misa 
Kirtage to live with him at Stetchford, 
Birmiogham, a moat daring proreduro, 
consitering that hia wife wag living only a 
wile or two away. 

Gardner, who pleaded gnilty, san com 
mmitvad for trial. 


THE TAPAH INCIDENT 

‘Wamanitariangs ” Answered. 

J will ba remembered that cortain Radi- 
eal mombers of tha House of Commona 
Proteated against tho Kgyptisn villagers 
who killed one British officer and maimed 
others, being punished, Certain questions 
wore asked in the Alouse on Jaly 29 to 
which Sir Edward Gray gave tha following 
reply :—-When 5 report appeared in the 
Preas yesterday, 1 -tolegraphed to know 
what the sontences were, and what wore 
ho_facta established at the trial, saying 
that it was desirable we abould know thom 
bofore any death sentences wora executed, 
The information I have recaivedyis as 
follows: The sentences were as stated in 
the Press. With regard: to the trial, 
the prisonors .were defended by three 
of the hest known native advocates, who 
had a fall hearing. Tho court was un- 
animous sa regard the prisoners found 
guilty, and the ovidence clearly established 
premeditation and concerted action. 
Thirty-ono of tha prisoners wero acquitted, 
and 21 wero found guilty, The court 
expressed ita opinion that the British 


officors had bohaved with extreme forboar- | ¢ 


ance and self-restraint. The obief attack 
took placa after they had given up thelr 
gana, and was persisted in with great 
brutality. Iam also informed that, in tho 
opinion‘of Judge Bond and Mr Hayter, the 
Acting Judicial Adviser, both members of 
the court, tbe fist six prisonera would 
undoubtedly havo been) found guilty of 
murder by a British jury. Tho spocial court 
waa composed of the Egyption Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, who has had several 
years’ experience in the Ministry of 
Justice, and is Acting Minister of Justice 
in the absence of the latter. Mr Bond, 
vico-prosident of the Native Qourt of Ap- 
peal, whoso position is practically that of 
Lord Chief Juatico, Fathig Boy, president 
of the Cairo Native Court, Mr Hayter, 
Acting Judicial Adzisen, formerly a judgo 
in the Sudan, and Colonel Ludlow, offi- 
iating Judge Advocate, Thora is no legal 
power of intorferance on the part cither of 
the Epyptian Government or of the British 
Agoncy with the oxocation of the decision 
f the court, and J am confident that the 
haracter of the tribunal ia the greatest 
afeguard possible against a misoarriago of 
natico. ¢

The writer 
deplores the numerical weakness of 
the British army at present, and sug- 
gests a completa scheme for remodell- 
ing the miltia. “The utmost that we 
could do at present,” he writies, “ with 
regular troops would be to have one 
fairly good army corps ready for em- 
barkation within a fortnight after the 
order to mobilise, a second about @ 
fortnight later, and o third after & 
forther interval of about three weeks.” 
Tho meaning of this statement by an 
expert can be gauged by remembering 
that Germany could mobiliao an army 
of 500,000 trained troops practically 
inaday, and could probably fling them 
upon the French frontier in 48 hours. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Pollock propoves 
that Great Britain by enlisting 25,000 
recruits anoually for eight years’ ervice 
with the colours and four yeara in the 
resorve, should maintain a general eer- 
vice army of 170,000 man at home and 
abroad inclusive of Indio, with a 
reserve of 175,000. He shows how, 
in addition, 2 militis army for home 
service only, except in national emer- 
gency, might bo raised toa strength 
of 485,000 of all ranks, The dutios 
ofthe volunteers he considers should 
be restricted to coastal defence. 
Better conditions for militin service, 
and a guarentee of subsequent employ- 
ment for the well-conducted soldier 
would, he believes, enable tho ranks 
of the militia to be filled.

A Question of Late Delivery. 


The following report from the eub-com- 
mittee appointed at the last meeting to deal 
with this question was read at the rocent 
mesting of the General Chamber of Oom- 


mere. 
Hongkong, 10th July, 1906. 
Sir,—We, (the sub-committee appointed 


= __by the Chamber. of Commerce, have con-_ 


sidered the letter from the Liverpool 
Ohamber of Commerce dated 9th April, 
1906, asking the opinion of the Hongkong 
Ghamber with regard to the following 


roposal :—-China ; Late Delivery of Goods 
by Manufacturers,—"* At tho present time 
the law bera does not admit of any 
for goods late 
contract, but we understand that 
some merchants in Manchester are 
taking this matter up, aa ander present 
conditions the temptation ia open to 
unecrupulous manufacturers and others to 
delay goods in order to soll to advantage to 
others on a rising market, Wo are inform- 
ed that it ie proposed that one month‘agrace 
shouldbe allowed, bat if over one month « 
penalty of 6 per cont. ad valorem should be 
exactod, Wo think if the Hongkong, 
Manchester, Liverpool and Bradford Oham- 
bers would come to some decision on this 
point it might be possible to institute the 
clauso we have mentioned. We havo 
farther considered the replies of local piece 
gooda merchants to the Chambers of Uom- 
merce’a circular letter of 8th ultiino em- 
bodying the above proposed clauso for 
insertion in piece gooda contrecta, and un- 
animouely come to the conclusion that tho 
following clause would be best suitable to 
local conditions :—-Manuf-ctarera to be 
allowed 14 days’ grace, after which period 
tho buyer to have the option of cancolling 
the goods or of tittng them, with a panalty 
of 6 per cont, ad valorem for the first month 
or part of a month and 24 per cent, ad- 
ditivnal for each euccooding month or part 
of « month of the extension agreed apon 
betwoen the manufacturer and buyer. 
Should a further oxtensivn be required by 
the manufacturor beyond the period already 
agreed upon, tho buyer+to again have the 
option of cancelling the goods or of taking 
them with a penalty of 24 per cont. for 
each month or part of » month of the fur- 
ther period.” -

“California,” formerly known ag the 
“Walter H. Wilson,” 1 vessel of 2500 tons, 
arrived at Sydney on July & after a splen- 

is £57 days from Liverpool—one.of 
the quickest voyages made for a very con- 
siderable time, and closely approaching the 
record. The winds favoured her practically 
throughout the passage, although she lost 
a couple uf days on the equator, and was 
hove tu in heavy weather for 24 hours in 


Bass Straits. But for these draw-backs 
the California” would have made the run 
in 72 days. After rounding tha Capo of 
Good Hope the ‘California’ logged 225 
miles per day until King Island was abenm. 
Terrific gales were encounted on June 14 
from the south-west and north-west, and 
continued to rage for five days. Notwith- 
standing the tempest, however, the record 
for the week was 1738 miles. The 
“California shipped great quantities of 
water, but no damage resulted. 


800 Miles Under Canvas 

Particulars of the mishap to the Federal 
linor ‘Norfolk “and bor remarkable voyage 
of 890 miles onder aail into Fromantle 
come by the Australian mail. Cuptain 
Corner, R.N.R., haa command of the 
“Norfolk.” The captain's story of the re- 
markable voyage acrosa the Southern sea is 
{ntoresting. 

The “Norfolk "left Durban on May 
27, in ballast trim, for Albany, where atie 
was to recaive orders as to future move: 
mente, She had just completed a voyage 
from Buenos Ayres to Soath Africa with 
$000 tons of frozen meat.and 1000 horses 
and males. After leaving the South African 
coast all went wall until June 10, at 1 p.m 
Tho officers wore at Innch when suddenly 
thers was 8 ‘noise, folloned by an awiul 
jarring. Amid the greatest excitement it 
waa ascortained that the propeller and borg 
had broken clean off, leaving tho vessel 
totally disabled. Asthe steamer lost way 
ahe brosched to and lay at the mercy of 
tho wind and sea. To keep the steanier’s 
hoad up all the sail jlossible was set for- 
ward, and by an ingsnious use of oil on the 
wators the vessel was kept well up to the 
wind. Tho crew wero kept hardst work 
making sails out of tarpaulins. hatch covers, 
awnings, ote,, and soon Captain Corner 
had'a good spread of canvas holated. -A 
derrick was run up forward, and to this a 
fine big sail was attached. A make-shift 
bowsprit was run out, and eventually tho 
stearuer presented an unusnal spectacle 
clad as sho.sras in dirty sails. Luckily the

THE HARBOUR. 


Is It: Silting- Up? 


The following correspondence was read 
at tho last meeting of the committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce :—

of your Chember certain investigatiuna that 
Have recently been exrried out with rogard 
tp the depth of water in. the harbour of 
Hongkong which it is thought may be of 
interest tuthem, In the first part of the 
year 1904 Mr J, F, Boulton, then Acting 

‘Assistant Director of Public Works pro- 
pared an exhaustive comparison of the 
depth of water all over the harbour as 
indicated by the charta that had been iasued 
from time to time by the Hydrographer 
tothe Navy. This report showed that the 


thoaling that had taken place between the 
yeara [841 and 189) involved the Josn of a 
considerable ares of five {athum wator, 
particularly in the western part of the har- 
hour, s loss which if verifi nd likely to 
continue, pointed to the necessity of exteu- 
sive drodging operationa being undertaken 
without delay. Mr Boulton pointed gut, 
however, that the correctvess of the results 
he had errived at depended on the correct-. 
ness of his assumptions with regard to tho 
zero that bad been teken for the surveya 
snd that it waa doubtful what zero the 
earlior charts were reforred to and how 
reserved. He recommend. 
rairalty should be requeated 
to make s complete new. survey of the bar- 
hoor bottom. * : 

2. Mr Boulton’a report waa forwarded to 
the Secretary af State on the 26th October, 
1904, with the request that the ubservations 
of the Consulting Engineers, Measre Goode, 
Son and Matihowa, shov'4 be obtained with 
regard to itand thatth Admiralty should 
be approached with a view to reconsiderin; 
the decision they had arrived at at the en 
of 1902 not to contribute towardsa re-survey 
of the harbour. . 

3. On the 28th July, 1903, the Secrat- 
ary of Btste transmitted o report by 
the Consulting Engineers, who had satisfled 
themselves by conforonces at tho Admiral- 
ty that it was impracticable to utilizo 
aa a rallable basis of comparison the sound- 
ing taken before 1886 as shown on tho 
earlier charts, apd were of opinion 
that the soundings of 1841 should! be 
eliminated in all future comparisons ag to 
the former depths which existed within.the 
harbour. In view of the survey of the most 
important portion of the harbour having 
been made 18 years ago they recommended 
that it should be resurveyed, that tho 
results of the new survey should be com- 
pared with the charts published ainco 1} 
and the extent of tho changes which had 
occatred in the interval thus determined. 
‘They estimated the coat of the proposed 
aurvey at £10,000 and that it would take 
eighteen months to two yeara to complete 
and they recommended that the’ whole 

uestion of dredging ehould rocain: in 
abeyance until the information which would 
be furnished by the new survey was 
available. 

4. At the same time as he forwarded 
Mesase Goode, Son and Matthews’ Repart, 
Mr Lyttelton stated that the Lords =
